NEWSPAPERS AND WAR. 


The newspapers of America are 


exceedingly alert, and it is a big 
problem what to do with their ef- 
ficient news service in case of war. 
As a part of their contract with the 


reading public, they will of course 
print all the news they can get hold 
of. except insofar as they are asked 
to submit to a legal or voluntary 
censorship. 


Unquestionably the Mexicans in 


the recent border clashes got much 
valuable information of troop move- 
ments from our newspapers. 
The 


Germans would be even more alert, 
and any newspaper statement would 
in some way or another immediately 
find its way to our toes. 


At the same time, the newspapers 


for public good must be given a cer- 
tain amount of leeway. The English 
have tound that to stir public inter- 
est in the war, they must allow the 
papers to print something more than 
official bulletins. 
TVhen the English 


newspapers 
were 
allowed to tell 


more of what was going on at the 
front, the result was greatly to stim- 
ulate recruiting and get a much bet- 
ter popular support for the war. 
It 


would be the same here. 


Many of our newspapers published 


the other day a story how a wealthy 
German-American living in Washing- 
ton was under surveillance for his 
pro-German activities, and alleged 
possession of military maps and 
plans. In cases like that, the secret 
service should not have its 
hand 


forced, but it should be permitted 
to conduct its investigations Quietly. 


The ne\yspapers will be willing to 


submit to',a reasonable censorship, 
and will ask .only that it be applied 
equally to all press dispatches. The 
journalistic world is intensely loyal 
in its Americanism, and it as"ks only 
that censorships be applied with 
some common sense and knowledge 
of human nature.

George, former Premier Asquith and 
Bonar Law, Conservative leader and 
a member of the coalition ministry, 
publicly committed themselves in the 
house of commons, Wednesday. Wo- 
man suffrage will be the chief of the 
electoral reforms to be worked out 
at the earliest possible moment. Any- 
thing less than that, these leaders of 
thought admit, would be gravely un- 
just. Women have done their full 
part to enable the nation to fight the 
battle of human liberty: they must 
have their share in determining the 
character of the life of the nation 
after the war.

splendidly when piopeily cared for. 


When it is sweyt always sweep with 


the giaiu of the wea\e, not across it 
The heavy broom breaks the fine fibers 
when brushed crosswise over It. Spots 
should be washed off with warm water 
and a soft brush or cloth, and if it be 
comes very dusty it should be taken 
outdoors and brushed on both sides. 
You thought because it was cheap it 
was not -n 01 tu all this trouble. That is 
the charm of matting. It is cheap and 
repays well for trouble taken with it 


Usually matting can be turned once 


at least Hot salt w ater applied with 
a cloth freshens It wonderfully, and 
worn widths may be cut out and fresh- 
er breadths be put in quickly. The 
long seams should be sewed with raffia 
moistened and split 
This makes a 


flat seam that looks well on both 
sides. 


Matting makes a good border in bed- 


rooms. It may be fitted to any comer 
smoothly without cutting if the part 
that must be bent is well wet with hot 
water. It becomes as pliant as rubber 
and can be bent without breaking 
Stretched puffed matting tightens and 
lies smoothly when washed with hot 
salt water. 


Short, good strips of matting are use- 


ful for covering shut waist boxes. Aft- 
er it is tacked smoothly over the box; it 
may be stenciled brightly and is a con- 
venient holder for other things than 
waists. 


Matting mildews easily, and if It 


is thrown into a storage room in a 
loose pack its threads break and the 
straw cuts long before you remember 
that you are intending to look after it 
some time. Do not fold the matting-, 
but roll it and tie it firmly; then stand 
it on a box or slip it into a loll and 
hang it up. Like John Bolero's candle, 
it will "last forever."

Teast). — Mix one-half ounce of yeas 
with a little vraini milk, two pounds 
well warmed flour, one-half pound but 
ter. one-half pound powdeied sugar 
two teaspoonfuls salt. Make the whole 
into a light dough with, as much warm 
(not scalding; milk as is needed and 
add currants and spices to suit the 
taste.
